A crowd soon collected 
nn the scene and the work, directed 
by the mill's manager, D. J. Moss, 
was immediately started to rescue Re­ 
lew who lay buried beneath a pile of 
lebris. 
The recuers worked heroical­ 
ly, but they were uncertain about the 
ixact spot where the young man was 
oinioned, as no sound came from the 
wreckage. 
The fear that his life had 
been sniffed out had possessed the 
workers when a groan issued from 
,he mass of rock and wrecked machin- 
>ry.

that period there were many abuses, 
but the development of railways went 
forward at a rate which has never 
been equalled in any other country. 
It was justifiable and necessary rhat 
the public should assert itself to 
stop the abuses.

essary to destroy the efficiency of the 
railways 
and 
sap 
their 
financial 
strength. 
T he#public should under­ 
stand that in exercising the power, 
it cannot shirk the responsibility of 
tile master.”

The Texas mill­ 
ers are heavy purchasers of Okla­ 
homa. and Kansas wheat. 
A number 
of the Texas mills have built up an 
extensive export trade with Central 
America, 
Cuba, 
Porto 
Pico, and 
quite a few of them go to England 
and the Continent with a consider­ 
able hulk of their output. 
'I'lie opening of the Panama canal 
will enlarge tfte marketing zone of 
the Texas output and call for an in­ 
crease in tile area of our wheat f ield s , 
but both the farmer and the miller 
need the friendship of the consumer 
iii building up our flour industry.
